We wish Austria-Hungary to be known as the Dove 
of the East. One word of warning, however: this dove has claws! 

In peaceful friendship, Franz-Jerald IV, Emperor of Austria, King 
of Hungary* Prinee of Illystria.

The Sublime Parte has released the following statement by the Sultan of 
Turkey, Sbdul M'Banid: "The "whole world knows my devotion to peace. 
Nevertheless, I have had to abandom the pursuit of my pacific goal 
within the Seraglio, even during the Holy Month of Ramadan, in order 
to lead my Janizaries in Jehad against the infidels of Bulgaria. Let 
the nations of Europe take warning that any further persecution of the 
Followers of the Prophet such as took place in Bulgaria will result in 
similar reprisals." 

Edward, Duke of Saxe-Cobwig, spoke to the. Belgian Parliament on April 
1, and declared England's eternal friendship for the Belgian people.

Hanoi-, March 5, (UPl). Discussions are underway between French , Japan- 
ese, and Portuguese representatives concerning British aggression along 
the Burmese-Indo-Chinese border,, and the British naval blockade of 
Macao and Kuangchowwan. Observers feel a strong French? Japanese-Portu- 
guese alliance in the offering. 

Brazzaville, March 9 (UPl). Spanish, German, Belgian, and French officS 
ials sent a message to British officials warning united action against 
Britain or Italy should they start aggression in Africa. 

Brazzaville, March 11 (UPl). Anglo-Italian arijiies from Eritria and 
British Somoliland today attacked French Softoliland! 
Paris, March 20 (UPl). French troops began mobilisation today along 
the Belgian antJ Spanish borders. • 

May 20, 1901. Whitehall. Lord Gilliland became Prime Minister of a 
coalition government at 3:45 A.M. His first official act was to recei- 
ve the French ambassador at 4 A.M. That afternoon he described the 
talks as "Very Frank," but "Correct." The French ambassador refused to 
speak with newsmen as he returned to consult with his government.
